By the foregoing Calcula- 
tions, it is evident that the 
Odds is great before taking 
in, in the very loweſt 
the Caſes ; therefore leſt any 
body ſhould attempt to play 
or brag, according to theſe 
Calculations, they are defired 
to remember, that there are 
eight Cards remaining in the 
Stock to be diſtributed a- 
mongſt five Players. And 
though the Odds of win- 
ning or loſing any of the 
Caſes alre ady mentioned, 
| after 
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after taking in, cannot be 
computed, for the Reaſons 
aſſigned at the Foot of the 
firſt Caſe; yet this laſt Caſe 
ſeems to have the Odds a- 
gainſt it to win, becauſe the 
Players have ſo many Chances 
in their Favour, by taking 
in any Number they pleaſe 
out of the remaining Stock.

The Players at Brag are 
deſired to peruſe the Obſer- 
vations at the Foot of the 
firſt Caſe, being calculated 
to ſhew the Odds of win- 
ning or loſing, when 6 
People play, and to govern 
themſelves accordingly. 

It has been thought un- 
neceſſ ary to calculate the 


Odds 
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Odds of winning or loſing 

any Caſe worſe than 3 Kings, 
becauſe the Players are more 
likely to loſe than win that 
Game after taking in, and 
therefore, as all inferior 
Games ought not to be play- 
ed with an Expectation of 
winning them, it had been a 
needleſs Trouble to calculate 
ſuch Games. 

It has been agreed upon 
by a great many People of 
Diſtinction, that no Laws at 
Brag ſhall determine any 
Diſpute which may happen 
to ariſe, except ſuch as are 


ſigned by Mr. Hoyle.
